This Petition is being filed responsive to the Notice of Abandonment dated 
January 20, 2004. The pertinent facts are as follows: 

1) On January 16, 2004, Kathleen Carney, assistant to Lawrence E. 
Ashery, was informed by Examiner Christopher O. Onuaku that the Notice of 
Allowance/Issue Fee mailed on July 1, 2003 was returned to the USPTO as being 
undeliverable to the address shown. 

2) Kathleen Carney confirmed that the address was correct and requested 
that it be resent and a copy be facsimiled.
